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Editorial 

Caribbean  Queen 

This  month's  editorial  was  written  while  on  vaca- 
tion in  the  beautiful  Caribbean;  Antigua  to  be  pre- 
cise. We  had  just  wrapped  up  the  Second 
International  Congress  on  Sex  and  Gender  Issues, 
and  I went  from  an  intense  half  week  en  femme 
(working  as  the  Congress  registrar)  to  a week  of  lay- 
ing on  the  beach  as  a male  person.  Talk  about  your 
gender  shock. 

The  hard  part  of  gender  shifting  (for  me,  at  least ) 
is  to  present  myself  as  one  gender  and  have  to 
show  gender  cues  indicative  of  the  opposite  gen- 
der. Normally  it's  being  en  femme  and  having  some 
hint  of  masculinity  show.  A classic  example  would 
be  dancing  at  a hot  night  club  and  spotting  a patch 
of  hair  on  the  arm  you  thought  you  had  shaved 
clean  before  you  slid  into  your  little  black,  spaghetti 
strap  dress. 

It  happens  in  the  other  direction,  too  — How  do 
I hide  my  shaved  legs  at  Uncle  Fred's  pool  party? — 
but  we  work  out  methods  of  coping.  Unfortunately, 
those  methods  only  work  in  our  natural  habitats. 

On  vacation  the  whole  world  goes  topsy  turvy 
and  you've  got  to  be  prepared  for  anything.  That's 
why  as  the  grounds  keeper  of  our  resort  hotel  asked 
me  innocuous  questions  about  how  I was  enjoying 
my  stay,  I was  able  to  give  him  plain  talking  Ameri- 
can answers,  even  though  he  didn't  bother  to  hide 
the  fact  that  he  was  looking  my  recently  shaved, 
pale,  white  body  up  and  down.  I know  he  wanted 
to  ask,  "Hey  mon,  why  you  got  you  body  shaved 
like  dat?"  But  he  didn't. 

The  figure  I cut  on  the  beach  would  never  sug- 
gest anything  macho  to  my  fellow  vacationers. 
Without  a tan  the  dark  stubble  showed  in  stark  con- 
trast to  my  lily-white  skin.  Up  close  there  was  no 
doubt  that  something  was  up.  It  wasn't  visible  from 
a distance  though  and  I heard,  or  thought  I heard, 
patrons  of  the  beach  front  bar  (about  40  feet  away) 
make  comments  like,  "Is  it  a guy  or  a chick?"  (It 
must  be  my  child  bearing  hips.)  To  me  that  was  the 
annoying  part  — when  I'm  being  a guy  I want  to  be 
a guy.  When  I am  making  my  way  in  the  world  as  a 
woman  I want  no  manly  cues  undermining  my  pre- 
sentation. None  of  that  androgynous  stuff  for  me. 


I could,  of  course,  have  put  the  bar  patron's 
doubts  to  rest  once  and  for  all  (or  perhaps  confused 
them  even  further,  since  I didn't  have  my  makeup 
and  wig)  by  flouncing  into  the  bar  in  the  adorable 
Batik  sun  dress  I bought  on  a brief  shopping  spree 
in  St.  Johns.  My  outrageous  side  said  "Yes,"  but  my 
conservative  side  said,  "No  way."  It's  probably  bet- 
ter that  I didn't  make  a fashion  statement. 

If  anyone  had  the  audacity  to  come  out  and  ask 
me  what  was  up,  I would  have  been  happy  to  tell 
them,  but  no  one,  not  even  Mr.  Grounds  Keeper, 
would  actually  ask.  In  most  civilized  locales,  no- 
body will  ask  you  any  direct  questions.  People  will 
think  what  they  like  — from  not  having  a clue,  to 
assuming  you  must  be  gay. You  give  them  some- 
thing to  mull  over  as  they  go  about  their  daily  tasks.

When  I met  anyone, 
whether  fellow  vacationer  or  native,  I would  look 
them  in  the  eye  and  utter  a hearty  Good  Morning.

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A Chat  with 

Frank  Marino 


Back  in  April,  I was  on  my  way  out  to  the  California  Unity 
convention  in  Lons  Beach  and  I stopped  in  Las  Vegas  fora  few  days 
to  gamble,  lay  in  the  sun  and  catch  some  shows.  I stayed  at  the 
Riveria  which  hosts  the  world  famous  evening  At  LctCage  with 
superstar  FI  Frank  Marino.  Frank  had  just  published  his  autobiog- 
raphy so  I called  him  up  and  set  up  a mini-interview  for  after  one 
of  his  shows. 

Frank  was  not  at  all  what  I expected  — a Newj/ork  drag  queen 
transplanted  to  Las  Vegas.  This  guy  is  a class  act.  Fie  was  friendly, 
personable,  and  very  easy  to  talk  with.  V/e  chatted  two  nights  in  a 
row  and  I had  the  most  fun  the  second  night  dishing  with  Frank  and 
two  of  his  friends.

LL:  Why  did  you  start  your  autobiography  with  your 
makeup  routine? 

FM:  I figured  it's  what  people  wanted  to  know  the  most. 
The  women  always  ask  me  about  my  makeup  and  my 
gowns  and  hair,  so  that's  what  I gave  them. 

LL:  What  do  you  think  of  all  the  attention  RuPaul  gets 
from  the  press  lately? 

FM:  I met  RuPaul  back  when  he  had  a cult  following, 
when  no  one  had  heard  the  name  RuPaul.  He  was  really 
nice  and  I really  like  his  music.  Now,  though  he's  like  more 
of  a media  event  than  a music  artist.  I don't  think  a media 
event  has  staying  power  over  a long  period  of  time. 

LL:  Does  “La  Cage”  send  out  talent  scouts?  How  does 
someone  get  in  the  cast? 

FM:  No,  we  don't  have  talent  scouts,  but  we're  always 
looking  for  new  talent.  People  send  us  video  tapes  and  they 
get  reviewed.  If  the  performer  is  any  good  we'll  call  them 
for  an  audition.  If  someone  out  there  wants  to  tryout  for  our 


show,  have  them  send  me  a tape  and  I'll  see  that  it  gets  to 
the  right  person. 

LL:  Share  a secret  tip  with  us. 

FM:  Thin  out  your  wigs.  Almost  every  wig  has  too  much 
hair.  Have  them  thinned  out  by  as  much  as  50  percent  and 
they'll  look  more  realistic.  Also  go  to  a drug  store  that  caters 
to  African-American  clientele  and  buy  the  oil-sheen  hair 
spray.  When  your  wigs  getdry  and  ratty  looking,  spray  them 
with  the  oil  sheen.  Perks  them  right  up. 

LL:  What  kind  of  wigs  do  you  use? 

FM:  Believe  it  or  not,  most  are  regular  Rene  of  Paris, 
thinned  out  as  above  and  styled  by  my  hairdresser,  Gregory 
Andrews. 

LL:  Do  you  feel  different  in  drag?  Sn  the  wedding  photo 
in  your  book  you  look  so  natural. 

FM:  Yes,  I do  feel  different.  We  did  that  wedding  photo 
as  two  boys  and  in  the  wedding  gown.  I was  uncomfortable 
doing  it  as  two  boys.  But,  I live  and  perform  in  an  Ivory 
Tower  in  Vegas.  If  I walk  through  the  casino  in  a suit  in  drag, 

I ike  my  Joan  Rivers  outfit  from  the  show,  hardly  anyone  will 
look  at  me.  It's  Vegas,  women  look  like  this  all  the  time 
here.  Even  in  L.A.  I can  getaway  with  it.  But  outside  of  those 
two  places  I don't  think  I'd  be  that  comfortable  in  drag. 

LL:  How  much  longer  will  you  do  this? 

FM:  As  long  as  I can.  Why  quit?  When  it  sags,  I'll  have 
it  lifted.

My  girlfriend  and  I are  moving  and  she  wants  me  to 
put  away  my  girl-stuff  for  awhile.  I think  I can  do  it 
but  I'll  be  in  hiding  all  the  time  and  your  magazine 
will  still  be  coming.  She  doesn't  like  my  crossdress- 
ing and  probably  never  will.  Any  advice?

Dear  Diane, 

Ask  your  girlfriend  to  define  “awhile.”  A week?  A 
month?  A year?  You  need  to  make  your  partner  under- 
stand that  if  you  never,  ever,  put  on  another  article  of 
feminine  clothing  again  in  your  entire  life,  you’ll  still  be 
a crossdresser...  always.  Because  you’ll  always  be 
thinking  about  it  — even  more  so  if  you  can’t  dress. 

Suppressing  your  needs  like  that  is  not  healthy. 
Sure,  you  can  put  it  away  for  a short  time,  but  eventu- 
ally you’ll  want  (and  need)  to  go  back  to  it.  Do  you  want 
to  do  that  behind  her  back  or  openly  with  her  knowl- 
edge, if  not  her  support?  It  will  be  difficult  to  have  a 
good  relationship  if  you’re  sneaking  out  to  crossdress 
behind  her  back. 

I suggest  you  sit  down  with  her  and  talk  it  out.  Dis- 
cuss boundaries  — when  is  it  OK  for  you  to  dress  and 
when  is  it  not  OK.  Negotiate  and  compromise  or  else 
you  will  feel  backed  into  a corner  and  become  resent- 
ful. And  she  will  feel  betrayed  when  she  catches  you 
dressing  again  (you  know  you  will). 

Dear  JoAnn, 

I have  a lot  of  red  marks  on  my  legs  due  to  healing 
from  scratches.  The  scratching  is  due  to  after  shave 
itchiness.  I put  skin  lotion  on  my  legs  for  moisturiz- 
ing after  each  shave.  Is  there  any  way  to  heal  these 
red  marks?  I was  told  vitamin  E will  heal  them  but  I 
bought  skin  cream  with  vitamin  E and  it  doesn't  seem 
to  work.  I have  dark  hair  and  I can  still  see  black 
stubble  on  my  legs  even  after  close  shave.  Would 
waxing  help  with  this  problem?

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Any  suggestion  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

Dear  Nancy, 

Perhaps  you  should  try  moisturizing  your  legs  before 
you  shave,  as  well  as  aPter.  You  might  also  try  lotions 
with  Aloe  as  well  as  Vitamin  E.  IP  it  is  really  bad,  you 
could  go  to  a dermatologist  and  get  a prescription  Por 
a skin  cream  with  lactic  acid. 

There’s  no  way  to  get  rid  oP  stubble  iP  you  shave. 
Waxing  will  do  it,  but  that  may  be  even  more  painful 
and  damaging  to  your  skin.  I would  test  wax  on  a small 
area  bePore  plunging  ahead  on  both  legs.  You  might  try 
sugaring,  cold  wax,  or  a cream  depilatory.  Whatever 
you  choose,  it’s  not  going  to  be  perPect.  Sorry.

Because  oF  my  job  S can’t  shave  my  legs,  but  I love 
skirts  and  stockings.  Is  there  any  way  to  hide  the 
hair  on  my  legs?

Dear  Viki, 

There  are  at  least  two  things  you  can  do.  The  first  is 
to  bleach  the  hair  on  your  legs  until  it  is  light  enough  it 
doesn’t  show  through  your  stockings. 

The  other  alternative  is  to  wear  two  or  more  pairs  oP 
pantyhose.  Start  with  nude  or  beige  opaque  panthose. 
make  sure  they  have  a cotton  crotch.  Cut  out  a small 
portion  oP  the  crotch  and  then  put  these  on.  Now  you 
can  wear  another  pair  oP  pantyhose  or  stockings  with  a 
garterbelt  over  the  opaque  hose.  Dark  patterned  hose, 
like  fishnets,  are  best. 

You  could  combine  the  bleaching  with  the  double 
hosiery  Por  a better  ePPect.  This  works  pretty  well  Por 
evening  but  not  daytime,  and  it  is  very  warm  Por  sum- 
mertime wear.  Piey,  you  have  to  suPPer  to  be  beautiful.

I want  a real  Victorian  corset.  Where  can  I get  one 
and  what  size  should  I get?

Dear  Rhonda, 

Finding  a Victorian  corset  these  days  is  easy.  Even 
Fredericks  oP  Plollywood  is  carrying  what  seems  to  be  a 
real  corset.  Check  the  ads  in  this  issue  Por  several 


sources  oP  corsets.  In  my  opinion,  the  best  off-the- 
shelP  corsets  come  Prom  Vollers  and  AxPords,  both  Eu- 
ropean manuPacturers  available  through  many  U.S. 
sources.  However,  you  might  want  to  look  into  a cus- 
tom-made corset  Pitted  specifically  to  your  body.  Be 
prepared  to  spend  some  serious  money. 

IP  you  want  to  wear  the  corset  out  while  dressed, 
order  one  no  more  than  4 inches  smaller  than  your 
natural  waist.  IP  you  will  only  wear  it  Por  “special”  oc- 
casions, you  can  order  as  much  as  6 inches  smaller.  It 
will  take  some  time  to  train  your  waist  into  that 
smaller  measurement,  so  don’t  expect  to  lace  down 
that  much  right  away.  You  just  might  pass  out.

How  do  I Figure  out  what  size  women’s  shoes  I 
wear.  I wear  a man’s  size  10.

Dear  Jodi, 

Your  Foot  will  be  wide  than  a Female’s  Foot,  so  you 
will  have  to  compensate  Por  width  as  well  as  length. 
Don’t  ask  why  but  the  measurements  Por  women’s 
shoes  are  different  than  Por  men.  IP  you  can  Find  the 
style  you  want  in  a wide  or  extra-wide  width  then  add 
one  Pull  size  to  your  man’s  size,  e.g.  a 10C  man’s  size 
will  be  an  11  WW  in  a woman’s  size.  IP  the  style  only 
comes  in  a medium  (B)  width,  then  add  a size  and  a 
halP  so,  you  would  look  Por  an  11  V2  B. 

It  used  to  be  that  Finding  anything  larger  than  a size 
10  was  nearly  impossible,  but  nowadays  you  can  usu- 
ally Find  nice  shoes  up  to  size  14  in  places  like 
Marshalls,  TJMaxx  and  Filene’s  Basement. 

IP  you  can  wear  a B width  up  to  a size  12,  go  look  at 
the  shoe  selection  on  page  14  Prom  Classic  Pumps. 
They  oPPer  heel  heights  Prom  mid  (2V2  inches)  to  sky- 
high  (4  inches)  and  lots  oP  sexy  toe  cleavage.

Your  courage  and  that  of  the  others  in 
your  publication  gave  me  the  courage 
to  go  out  for  the  first  time  about  2 V2 
years  ago.  I have  since  been  going  to 
a salon  for  professional  makeup  appli- 
cation, my  nails  clone  and  my  wig 
styled.  Unlike  most  of  your  other  read- 
ers, I had  only  been  out  in  the  evening 
once  and  that  was  dinner  at  TGI  Fridays 
with  a pre-op  TS.  Now,  I start  early  in 
the  morning  and  have  a full  day  of 
shopping,  lunch  with  girl  friends  and 
many  times  a doctor's  appointment.  I 
have  been  on  hormone  therapy  for 
about  four  years.  It  started  out  as  a 
means  to  treat  my  depression  but  my 
true  self,  Phyllis,  came  out  in  sessions. 
I am  blessed  with  a wonderful  wife 
who  does  not  real  ly  approve  but  toler- 
ates my  dressing  four  to  five  mornings 
a week  in  girl's  Guess  jeans,  panties, 
bra,  and  sweatshirt...  just  likeany  other 
lady  might  dress  for  two  to  three  hours 
before  going  to  work.  I have  really 
blossomed  to  a 38B.  It  still  shocks  me 
to  see  my  breasts  in  a low  cut  gown. 

I have  gotten  the  same  reaction  that 


most  of  your  readers  experience  when 
they  are  out  in  public.  If  you  look, 
dress  and  conduct  yourself  as  a lady 
you  can  go  anywhere  without  ques- 
tion. Those  who  know  both  Phil  and 
Phyllis  tel  I me  that  they  prefer  to  asso- 
ciate with  Phyllis  any  day.  If  all  goes 
well  I will  be  able  to  work  more  and 
more  at  home  on  my  mail  order  health 
insurance  business  and  be  able  to, 
hopefully,  transition  to  full-time.  I re- 
alize that  I will  lose  the  support  of  my 
family  and  I will  havetodispose  ofthe 
balance  of  my  business  but  the  way  I 
feel  now  it  will  be  very  worth  the  hurt 
and  sacrifice  for  my  sanity.  Whether 
SRS  is  in  the  future  is  up  in  the  air.  I 
know  several  people  who  success- 
fully live  as  women  full-time  in 
Chicagoland  without  surgery. 

I have  to  close  for  now.  You  are 
doing  a great  job.  I hope  I will  be  able 
to  be  more  politically  active  for  the 
transgendered  community  when,  and 
if,  I transition  to  full  time. 

Enjoy  the  photos  of  this  53  year  old 
grandmother.  I will  look  forward  to 
future  issues  of  LaclyLike  and  perhaps 
my  pictures.  I know  it  will  be  several 
months  till  I start  getting  letters.  I want 
to  contact  more  of  your  readers  in 
Chicago  so  I hope  they  too  will  have  a 
forwarding  number.

Just  a brief  letter  to  let  you  know 


how  much  I enjoy  reading  LadyLike.

Why  so  many  brushes?  Simple,  brushes  are  { 
designed  for  specific  areas.  Take  the  eye,  for  j 
example.  With  the  right  type  of  brushes,  the  eye  \ 
can  be  shaped  and  emphasized  to  truly  en-  . 

hance  its  beauty.  There  is  the  angle  cut  eye  \ 

■ 

brush,  used  to  create  shadow  and  definition,  | 
usually  around  the  crease  of  the  eye.  There  is  \ 

j | 

the  flat  cut  brush  used  to  outline  and  highlight 
the  shape  of  the  eye.  There  is  the  small  fluff 
brush  to  place  color  on  the  lid.  There  is  also  a large  fluff 
eye  brush.  When  dipped  into  powder  and  smoothed 
fit  over  the  entire  eye,  it  creates  a soft,  blended  and 
W finished  look  to  the  eye. 

For  the  cheeks,  there  is  the  blusher  brush,  with 
a longer  handle  for  greater  control.  There  is  the 
contour  brush  with  flat-cut  bristles  for  creating 
angles  and  planes  using  darker  color. 

Why  are  some  brushes  so  expensive?  It  depends  on 
what  the  bristles  are  made  from.  Nylon  bristles  will  be 
the  cheapest.  Goat  or  pony  hair  bristles  will  be  more 
costly  and  the  more  exotic  (like  sable  and  squirrel)  wi 
be  very  expensive.  Why  choose  hair  brushes?  Hair  has 
a cuticle  that  picks  up  and  holds  color. 

Some  brushes  are  costly  due  to  the  type  of  hair.  The 
more  exotic  the  hair,  like  sable  or  squirrel,  the  more 
expensive  the  brush.  An  exotic  type  of  hair  or  blend  of 
hairs  can  increase  a brush  price  35-65%  over  normal 
industry  standards. 

You  can  buy  brushes  almost  anywhere,  drug  stores 
and  department  stores  are  the  most  likely  sources. 
Decide  how  much  you  can  afford  to  pay  for  a set  and 
then  buy  at  least  a minimum  set.  Later  you  might  add  a 
highlighter  brush,  an  eyeliner  brush,  and  more  eye- 
*'■  shadow  brushes. 

A Minimum  set  of  brushes  would  be: 


(1 ) Powder  Brush  - The  larger  the  better.  The  larger 

the  brush,  the  softer  the  powder  will  go  on.  Look  for 
what  is  called  a super-dome.  eyeshadow 

(2)  Blush  Brush  - For  size,  make  sure  the  brush  is  the 
size  of  the  "apple"  of  your  cheek  when  you  smile  for  the 
best  application.  Too  large  and  you'll  get  blush  all  over, 
too  small,  and  the  color  will  streak. 

(3)  Contour  Blush  Brush  - this  brush  is  a must  for 
contouring  cheekbones.  A sable  brush,  and  in  a chisel 
cut,  make  sure  the  bristles  are  cut  at  a deep  angle  (sort 
of  like  a super  large  angle  eyeshadow  brush). 

(4)  Angle  Brush  - You  want  this  angle  brush  to  be  the 
tiniest  brush  you  own.  The  smaller  the  brush,  the 
thinner  the  line  you'll  get  when  doing  eyebrows,  and 
applying  eyeshadow  as  eyeliner,  either  wet  or  dry.

(5)  Eyeshadow  Brushes  - Get  several  in  different  **** 
sizes  all  chisel  cut  to  avoid  wasting  eyeshadow,  and  in 
sable  or  if  you  can  afford  it,  squirrel. 

You  also  need  to  know  how  to  maintain 
your  brushes.  My  favorite  product  to 
keep  them  sanitized  is  the  Brush 
Cleaner  from  Joe  Blasco  (available 
at  most  theatrical  and  cosmetic  sup- 
ply houses).  It's  a blue  colored 
liquid,  that  smells  like  vanilla.  The 
cleaner  completely  pulls  the 
makeup  (even  lipstick)  from  the 
bristles  and  sanitizes  the  bristles.  It 
alsodries  in  minutes.  Two  tablespoons 
can  be  used  to  clean  your  whole  brush 
collection.  Eyeliner 

Of  course,  you  can  also  use  your 
favorite  shampoo  (the  bristles  are  hair). 

Wash  completely  in  warm  sudsy  water. 
Squeeze  out  any  excess  water,  and  press 
into  shape.  If  possible,  let  the  brushes 
dry  laying  down,  or  with  the  bristles 
hangingdown.  This  prevents  the  water 
from  getting  into  the  ferrule  and  loosen- 
ing the  glue  that  holds  the  bristles.  Let 
them  dry  overnight.

Crossdressing  at  the  movies  with  Laurie  Ann 


LadyLike 


In  the  past  few  years  there  have  been  a number  of  films  with  transgender  themes  or  actors  playing  a transgendered  person.  The  Crying  Game;  Priscilla,  Queen  of  the  Desert;  To  Wong 
Foo...,  and  M.  Butterfly  are  recent  releases  that  have  achieved  some  degree  of  acclaim. 

Although  there  are  many  more  transgender  oriented  films  today,  there  have  been  a number  of  such  films  since  the  1 960s.  Most  were  the  efforts  of  independent  film  makers.  Most 
were  low  budget  and  often  had  obvious  technical  and  acting  flaws.  Almost  all  of  them  had  minor  and  very  brief  theatrical  exposure  and  quickly  faded  from  sight. 

Many  of  these  half -forgotten  films  have  recently  been  transferred  to  video  tape  and  are  available  from  video  sources  that  specialize  in  cult  and  obscure  cinema.  This  column  will  review 
some  of  the  lesser  known  films.  You  may  find,  as  I have,  that  most  of  these  films  are  not  only  fun  and  entertaining  to  watch,  but  they  also  offer  some  interesting  insights  about  one  of  our 
favorite  subjects  - crossdressing. 

I Want  What  I Want 


While  browsing  in  a bookstore  back  in  1 966  I picked  up 
a copy  of  a book  titled  / Want  What  I Want.  The  quote  on 
the  inside  of  the  jacket  cover  seized  my  attention: 

"I  told  myself  that  I must  stop  being  ashamed.  It  was  a 
dishonest  feeling.  Really  I was  glad  l was  as  I was.  It  would 
have  been  best  to  be  a woman.  But  it  was  better  to  be  a 
transvestite  than  a man." 

I bought  the  book  without  hesitation.  Returning  home  I 
read  it  from  cover  to  cover  without  a pause.  I was  fasci- 
nated. Here  was  a story  about  a twenty  year  old  feminine 
man  who  wanted  to  be  a woman.  It  was  revelation  to  me 
that  such  a novel  would  be  published  and  sold  in  an 
ordinary  bookstore.  I was  used  to  looking  for  such  stories 
in  some  sleazy  adult  book  store. 

I Want  What  I Want  to  Id  the  story  of  Wendy/Roy  Clark, 
a twenty  year  old  who  despises  his  boy  self.  He  had  been 
sec  ret  I y d ress  i n g fo  r yea  rs  a n d obta  i n ed  h i s sm  a 1 1 wa  rcl  robe 
by  stealing  his  sister's  and  neighbor's  clothes.  He  is  caught 
by  a neighbor  and  his  father  places  him  in  a mental 
hospital.  Despite  the  sincere  , humane,  but  inept,  efforts  of 
the  staff  he  continues  to  want  to  "dress"  and  be  a girl. 

He  returns  home  to  live  with  his  father  and  continues  to 
dress  whenever  he  can,  including  wearing  lingerie  under 
his  boy  clothes.  He  adds  to  his  secret  wardrobe  by  continu-

ing  to  steal  from  his  sister.  Roy  justifies  his  behavior  by 
stating:  "I  had  to  have  women's  clothing  because  ! was  a 
woman  in  my  head.  They  could  oppress  me,  butthey  could 
not  get  into  my  head.  It  was  impossible  for  anyone  to  make 
me  believe  it  was  better  for  me  to  be  a man  than  a woman." 

Roy's  father  discovers  that  Roy  is  dressing  again  and 
finds  the  secret  cache  of  girl's  clothes.  He  beats  Roy  and 
shortly  thereafter  Roy  leaves  home.  The  rest  of  the  story 
describes  how  Roy  became  Wendy  Ross,  and  "her"  struggle 
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...  and  as  Wendy  Ross  as  she  readies  to  meet  the  world. 


to  live  as  a woman  with  the  ultimate  goal  of  becoming  a 
woman  through  surgery. 

The  novel  was  incredibly  realistic.  The  author,  Geoff 
Brown,  wrote  a very  sensitive  novel  about  a transgendered 
young  man.  The  story  was  done  with  insight  and  compas- 
sion. The  only  other  attempt  that  came  close  was  the  1 933 
(supposedly  true)  story  of  a man  seeking  a sex  change,  Man 
Into  Woman.  It  was  reprinted  in  the  early  1 950s  but  did  not 
convey  the  emotional  power  of  / Want  What  I Want. 

I was  delighted  to  learn  in  1971  that  the  novel  was  to  be 
a feature  film.  But,  knowing  the  distortions  that  are  typical 
in  even  the  best  efforts  to  put  a novel  on  screen,  I was 
prepared  for  the  worst.  I was  pleasantly  surprised.  The  film 
was  a touching  portrayal  equal  to  the  novel.  Although  the 
film  turned  the  novel  into  a melodrama  with  some  major 
plot  alterations,  the  basic  story  remained  intact. 

I Want  What  I Want  starred  the  well  known  British 
actress  and  former  beauty  queen,  Anne  Heywood,  as  Roy 
Clark/Wendy  Ross.  Harry  Andrews,  the  tough  looking 
British  stage  and  screen  actor,  played  Roy/Wendy's  father. 

The  film  begins  with  Roy  staring  out  the  window  of  his 
office  at  passersby.  We  see  only  their  lower  torsos  and  feet, 
not  their  faces.  The  scene  is  accompanied  by  moody 
background  music  and  provides  a nice  metaphor  to  intro- 
duce Roy,  who  like  so  many  other  TSs,  feels  alone  and  an 
outsider. 

We  are  provided  only  a small  amount  of  information 
about  Roy.  He  works  as  a rental  agent.  His  mother  died 
some  years  back  and  he  has  an  older  married  sister.  The 
father  is  a retired  army  major  and  the  owner  of  a large 
supermarket.  He  is  portrayed  as  a sophisticated  woman- 
izer. His  son's  "delicate"  nature  leaves  him  puzzled  and 
embarrassed.  Roy  has  no  close  friends  and  when  he's  not 


working  he  stays  home  and  reads. 

Initially  it  is  only  implied  that  Roy  "dresses  up."  He  is 
shown  looking  longingly  at  a shop  window  displaying 
lingerie  and  he  reverently  touches  some  of  his  sister's 
clothing  as  he  examines  her  wardrobe.  In  a very  dramatic 
scene  the  father  and  a girlfriend  return  home  and  find  Roy 
fully  dressed,  carefully  made  up  and  wearing  a stylish  wig 
while  he  watches  television.  Mortified,  embarrassed  and 
enraged  the  father  says,  "The  Germans  used  to  gas  buggers 
like  you."  Roy,  who  we  begin  to  sense  is  intelligent  and 
courageous,  replies,  " And  they  gave  medals  to  people  like 
you,"  implying  that  masculinity  can  be  cruel  and  barba- 
rous. The  father  then  physically  assaults  Roy. 

Upset  and  confused  Roy  leaves  home  and  obtains 
lodging  in  a rooming  house.  He  has  an  inheritance  from  his 
deceased  mother  and  can  afford  to  live  on  his  own.  Roy 
purchases  clothing,  makeup  and  lets  his  hair  grow.  We  see 
the  gradual  transformation  from  boy-self  to  girl-self  and  the 
sensuous  delight  taken  in  the  process. 

Then  comes  the  moment  oftruth.  Can  I pass?  Whatabout 
my  voice?  Leaving  her  boy  clothes  behind,  she  steps  out 
into  the  world,  smartly  dressed,  but  anxious  and  fearful.  It 
soon  becomes  apparent  to  Wendy  that  she  is  perceived  to 
be  what  she  feels  she  is — a woman. 

So  begins  Wendy's  adventure  as  a young  woman.  She 
finds  another  rooming  house  and  is  fully  accepted  as  a 
woman.  Wendy  spends  much  of  her  time  shopping  for 
clothes  and  reading.  But  she  soon  discovers  an  unantici- 
pated problem  associated  with  being  a pretty  young  girl. 
Men  are  attracted  to  her  and  she  is  attracted  to  them. 

Frank,  a young  man  who  visits  the  woman  who  owns  the 
house  where  Wendy  rents  her  room  is  attracted  to  her  and 
pursues  her.  She  is  attracted  to  him  but  knows  that  a 
relationship  is  impossible. 

Wendy  seeks  out  a physic  ian/sexologist  to  obtain  help  in 
becoming  a woman  physically.  The  doctor  is  very  sympa- 
thetic and agreesto  help herobtain surgery.  But  hecounsels 
her  that  such  an  operation  is  simply  cosmetic  and  she  will 
remain  legally  a male. 

In  a melodramatic  scene  Wendy  confesses  her  love  for 
Frank.  She  also  reveals  her  secret.  Angry  and  disgusted  he 
knees  her  in  the  groin  and  throws  her  to  the  floor,  shattering 
a mirror  in  the  process.  He  rushes  out  of  the  room  wiping 
his  mouth.  Rejected  and  depressed  Wendy  attempts  to 
castrate  herself  with  a piece  of  the  broken  mirror. 

The  film  skips  to  a year  later.  Wendy  is  in  a hospital  bed. 
Another  supportive  and  kind  physician  tells  her,  "The

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operation  was  a success  Miss  Ross."  Smiling  she  says  to 
herself,  "Miss  Ross."  Now  she  is  a woman.  In  the  final 
scene,  Wendy  has  bags  packed  and  has  a passport  in  her 
hand.  Presumably  she  is  going  to  America  where  she  can 
be  a woman  legally. 

The  happy  ending  of  the  film  is  a major  departure  from 
the  novel.  The  book  ends  with  Wendy  consulting  a physi- 
cian who  is  not  very  understanding.  He  tells  her  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  a sex  change  operation.  He  adds  that  if  she 
wants  to  "dress  up"  she  should  "cash  in"  on  it  by  becoming 
a drag  performer.  He  goes  on  to  say,  "It's  not  the  most 
wholesome  art  form  but  it  takes  all  sorts  to  make  a world." 

Returning  home  depressed  and  disillusioned  Wendy 
makes  a suicide  attempt  by  turning  on  the  gas  in  her  room 
and  over-dosing  on  aspirin.  Wendy  awakes  from  the  failed 
suicide  attempt  sick,  vomiting  and  dizzy.  Telling  herself,  "I 
will  get  to  Le  Carousel  in  Paris,"  as  she  stumbles  down  the 
stairs.  The  reader  is  left  with  the  hope  that  Wendy  will  find 
a way  to  express  her  feminine  self  as  a drag  artiste  and  go 
on  living.  Which  is  the  more  realistic  ending?  In  the  60's 
perhaps  the  novel's  ending  was  more  true  to  life. 

I Want  What  I Want  is  a remarkable  effort  given  the  time 
in  which  it  was  filmed.  And  it  is  still  a powerful,  emotional 
film,  especially  to  many  crossgendered  individuals.  There 
are  obvious  minor  flaws  and  the  film  tends  to  plod  along  at 


times.  The  melodramatic  ending  is  perhaps  a bit  too 
unrealistic,  but  the  acting  is  very  good.  I know  some  have 
complained  that  a male  should  have  played  the  Wendy/ 
Roy  role.  That  would  have  been  an  added  attraction,  but 
don't  discount  Anne  Heywood's  performance.  She  does  a 
cred  ible  job  and  the  fact  that  she  does  not  make  a very  good 
male  is  not  a valid  criticism.  Some  pre-op  TSs  I've  known 
are  even  less  able  to  act  as  a male. 

A brief  note  about  the  author.  Geoff  Brown  looks  quite 
masculine  on  the  book's  dust  jacket.  Under  the  picture  is 
the  following:  "When  questioned  he  said  that  though  he 
might  be  able  to  write  what  were  taken  as  autobiographical 
novels,  as  yet  he  does  not  seem  to  have  an  autobiography 
of  his  own."  To  my  knowledge  / Want  What  I Want  was  his 
only  novel.  Was  he  a TV — or  possibly  a TS  who  simply 
erased  "her"  own  former  identity?  Or  was  this  simply  a 
cathartic  fantasy?  We  can  only  speculate. 

Both  the  novel  and  video  are  presently  unavailable.  The 
video  was  released  by  Prism  Entertainment.  Persistent 
detective  work  will  turn  it  up  in  a well  stocked  rental  store. 
Obtaining  the  novel  will  be  more  difficult.  We'll  set  loose 
our  video  hounds  and  hopefully  someone  will  find  a source 
for  the  video  at  least.

A true  life  story — Part  1 

As  the  flight  crew  announced  that  we  were  about  to 
land  in  Philadelphia,  I took  a deep  breath  for  a new 
adventure  in  my  life.  After  40  years  of  keeping  my 
"secret,"  I had  only  recently  come  out  to  my  significant 
other.  Like  most  men,  I always  dressed  in  conservative 
business  suits,  or  jeans  and  a tee  shirt  or  flannel  shirt 
depending  on  the  season  and  occasion. 

But  now  I needed  to  be  Amy.  I had  no  "real"  clothes 
to  wear  to  a support  group,  I thought.  My  best  friend  was 
always  a finely  dressed  lady,  and  for  the  fifteen  years  or 
more  we  were  together,  she  always  wanted  me  to  dress 
better  than  I did — and  rightly  so.  But  men's  clothing  was 
often  so — drabl  Underneath  my  life  as  a business  man 
was  that  special  second  self  who  yearned  to  dress  as  a 
glamorous  lady. 

After  landing  at  about  1 :30  in  the  afternoon,  I walked 
through  the  airport  terminal  to  the  electric  train  shuttle 
which  took  me  to  30th  Street  Station  in  Philadelphia.  That 
in  itself  was  interesting,  as  I saw  the  transformation  from  the 
old  rundown  sections  of  the  city  to  the  beautiful,  newly 
restored  30th  Street  Terminal,  much  like  I hoped  would 
happen  to  me.  I grabbed  a taxi  to  the  Adams  Mark  Hotel  on 
City  Line  Avenue,  where  I was  to  meet  the  person  who 
would  help  me  for  better  than  two  days. 

My  goal  was  simple.  I wanted  to  get  good  looking, 
proper-clothes  for  the  woman  in  me.  I should  note  that  I am 
5 '11 " and  weigh  200  pounds,  and  finding  clothing  that 
looks  better  than  gunny  sacks  was  that  goal.  And  I was 
anxious  for  Lynda  to  help  me  with  a transformation  pro- 
cess, showing  me  the  best  colors  of  clothes  for  my  person- 
ality, cosmetics  for  my  face  and  hair  color.  Lynda  Krupa 
doesthisfora  living,  and  believe  me,  my  expectations  were 
far  exceeded. 

Mind  you,  there  are  several  transformation  services 
in  the  country.  Most  I am  sure  are  run  by  fine  people  and 
are  compassionate  to  CDs.  But  I also  knewthat  some  are 
hucksters,  preying  on  the  timid  of  us  with  our  special 
needs.  I had  had  enough  experience  in  mail  order  over 
the  years  to  want  better.  So  I investigated  and  because 
of  recommendations,  I finally  located  Lynda  Krupa. 
Lynda  herself  is  a straight  GG,  mid-30s,  well  dressed, 
and  easy  to  like.  She  was  trained  as  a photographer  and 
was  a former  cosmetic  sales  person. 

I checked  into  the  Adams  Mark  about  three  o'clock, 


and  gave  Lynda  a call  per  her  instructions.  She  said  she 
would  be  over  at  4:30  to  talk  with  me  and  start  me  on  my 
fantastic  journey. 

After  waiting  for  what  seemed  to  be  forever,  a knock 
came  on  my  door  at  4:25,  and  I thought  "well,  here  goes". 

I had  come  with  no  feminine  clothing  to  Philadelphia, 
other  than  my  usual  "underdressing,"  although  I was 
wearing  Chic  brand  jeans,  a longtime  habit  that  no  one  has 
seemed  to  notice.  I had  told  Lynda  I wanted  her  help  in 
choosing  clothes  and  accessories  from  the  ground  up.  And 
I wanted  upscale  classy  items. 

Lynda  talked  with  me  for  about  an  hour  about  my  goals. 
I reaffirmed  what  I had  previously  talked  about  on  the 
phone,  and  reminded  her  that  she  would  be  the  boss,  as  I 
still  did  not  want  any  preconceived  notions  of  what  might 
be  best  for  myself. 

It  was  then  off  to  the  corset  shop.  Lynda  has  this  special 
arrangement  with  a local  merchant  who,  after  closing  at  6 
p.m.,  will  work  with  crossdressers  like  myself  to  supply  the 
proper  undergarments  in  order  that  my  clothes  will  fit  well. 
The  proprietor  of  the  shop,  Meryl,  is  about  the  kindest 
person  I have  ever  met.  I felt  completely  at  home  with  her 
from  the  time 
she  asked  me 
to  remove  ev- 
e r y t h i n g 
"down  to  my 
panties"  until 
Lynda  and  I left 
at  9 p.m.! 

Meryl  first 
measured  me 
for  the  proper 
fitting  bra  (no 
more  guess 
work,  ladies) 
and  then  a 
foundation.  I 
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had  already  figured  out  the  bra  size  through  trial  and  error, 
but  the  foundation — a strong  and  properly  fitting  girdle,  not 
a corset,  was  the  key.  In  fact,  that  garment  and  a long  line 
bra  over  my  breast  forms  has  allowed  me  to  wear  them  for 
full  days  without  discomfort,  and  yet  concealing  the  bulges 
caused  by  my  slightly  oversized  tummy.  I bought  sets  in 
both  black  and  white,  carefully  trying  on  to  check  fit  on  all 
garments.  It  was  like  being  in  a candy  store!  But  long-line 
bras  and  girdles  were  not  the  only  thing  I bought.  I found 
some  really  neat  matching  bra  and  pantie  sets.  And  a 
Smoothie.  And  a real  cute  bathing  suit  in  my  size  (1  6).  And 
a sexy  white  nightgown  with  matching  coverup.  And  a 
black  one.  And  a soft  white  terry  robe  with  clouds  and 
moon  on  it.  And  real  nylon  stockings  that  fit.  (I  now  hate 
pantyhose!) 

Meryl  showed  me  every  line  she  had.  I could,  and  did, 
try  on  anything  that  might  fit.  She  even  had  breast  forms  that 
were  fabulous.  They  clung  to  your  body  with  velcro-type 
strips.  They  were  soft  like  the  real  ones,  and  I bought  a pair. 
Easy  on,  easy  off!  And  they  don't  move  around. 

A long  day,  but  as  Lynda  drove  me  back  to  the  hotel,  I 
told  her  about  myself,  and  we  discussed  our  lives.  She  is  a 
fascinating  person. 

Day  two:  Wednesday.  Lynda,  who  believes  in  a healthy 
body,  and  exercises  for  a couple  of  hours  every  day,  arrived 
to  pick  me  up  at  1 0 o'clock.  No  need  to  do  anything  much 
earlier,  as  the  stores  don't  open  tiil  then  anyway.  We  drove 
to  the  large  regional  mall  where  Lynda  had  pre-shopped for 
me,  picking  out  a large  selection  of  woman's  clothes  in  my 
size  at  upscale  department  stores.  She  has  a special  ar- 
rangement with  the  managements  and  clerks  of  both  stores 
for  us  crossdressers.  A private  changing  room  was  also 
prearranged.  Try  on  and  take  all  day  if  you  wish. 

The  first  stop  was  the  women's  department  dressing 
room  where  I put  on  my  black  foundation,  bra  and  breast 
forms,  and  stockings  (all  of  which  I needed  to  keep  on  all 
day).  I tried  on  dozens  of  outfits,  grouped  into  color  types. 
Some  were  plainly  wrong  for  me.  When  the  size  was  not 
correct,  Lynda  would  hustle  out  into  the  racks  to  secure 
better  fitting  ones.  Both  of  the  department  stores  we  visited 
had  large  selections  of  merchandise  in  my  size! 

As  I sat  in  the  dressing  room,  I began  to  see  how  these 
new  clothes,  properly  chosen  and  fitted  would  enhance  my 
image  of  myself  as  a crossdresser.  No  more  would  I have  to 
make  do  with  often  tight  or  otherwise  ill  fitting  garments 
scrounged  in  haste  from  garage  sales,  or  even  purchased 
through  mail  order  catalogues.  I was  amazed! 


All  women  seem  to  start  out  with  "basic  black"  and 
Lynda's  selections  for  me  were  no  different.  Besides  a black 
skirtand  coat,  there  came  a beautiful  matching  blouse,  and 
pants,  and  another  top,  and  more.  Several  outfits  from  a few 
pieces.  And  she  did  this  with  an  off-white  ensemble. 
Beautiful  pieces  to  bring  out  the  best  in  me.  And  I tried  on 
other  basic  color  groups,  each  with  several  pieces.  With 
Lynda's  guidance,  I was  able  to  make  the  selection  that  fit 
my  mood — and  pocketbook. 

But  wait,  I wanted  more  than  "business  suits".  I tried  on 
a full  length  gorgeous  dinner  dress  that  I fell  in  love  with! 
(It  is  my  favorite  piece.)  I can  see  the  thrill  that  most  women 
get  when  they  go  shopping.  And  some  great  tops  that  wou  Id 
allow  a more  casual  look.  That  was  at  the  first  store. 

Actually,  we  hadn't  "bought"  anything  yet.  We  had  to 
shop  another  store  yet.  To  compare.  So  off  across  the  mall 
(with  foundations  and  stockings  on  under  my  street  clothes, 
I might  note)  to  that  second  store.  There  were  not  many 
things  that  Lynda  had  preselected  here,  but  I did  get  a 
couple  of  the  pieces  she  had  set  aside. 

I still  wanted  to  get  some  more  everyday,  summery 
dresses,  so  we  both  went  out  into  the  "racks"  to  see  what 
was  there.  What  an  exhilarating  feeling  to  be  able  to  pick 
from  a large  selection,  with  Lynda  being  my  "crutch".  I 
selected  and  tried  on  various  dresses,  skirts  and  blouses. 
And  I bought  a nice  navy  blue  top  and  shorts  with  a white 
coverup  for  the  boat  ride  I was  planning  to  take  with  my 
support  group. 

Lynda  had  also  picked  out  a large  selection  of  costume 
jewelry  and  I tried  on  dozens  of  pieces-gold,  silver,  pearls. 
Bracelets,  necklaces,  earrings.  And  then  I had  to  make  the 
selection.  By  now  I had  decided  on  several  outfits,  so  I 
bought  only  a limited  amount  of  jewelry  to  conserve 
money,  I suppose.  I also  bought  two  handbags,  a black  and 
a white  one.  Again,  I should  have  bought  more  for  the 
clothes  I had  selected,  but  I decided  to  make  do. 

We  then  made  the  formal  purchases  at  each  of  the  two 
stores,  but  not  before  again  reviewing  my  selections. 
Brands  I had  chose  included  Elizabeth,  Jones  of  New  York, 
and  Benjamin  A.  In  both  stores,  I opened  up  a charge 
account  to  get  advantage  of  a discount  for  the  day.  The  store 
clerks  wereextremely  courteous,  as  Lynda  brings  them  a lot 
of  business.  They  both  offered  to  ship  my  merchandise,  and 
I took  them  up  on  this  offer,  except  for  a few  items  that  I 
wanted  to  get  tailored  or  wear  the  next  day.

We've  got  a pretty  good  notion  of 
where  most  of  the  magazines  go,  but  we  can  always  use 
more  outlets.  So,  write,  call  or  email  us.  Also,  it  finally 
looks  like  we're  going  to  get  distribution  to  Barnes  & 
Noble,  Borders,  Bookstar,  and  other  mainstream 
bookstands.  If  you  see  that  your  local  bookstore  is  carry- 
ing one  of  the  major  transgender  titles,  ask  them  to  carry 
LadyLike,  too.  If  you  notice  that  an  outlet  that  used  to 
carry  us  has  stopped,  please  drop  us  a line  and  we'll  try 
to  get  back  on  that  newsstand.  If  you  see  a new  book- 
store or  newsstand  opening,  ask  if  they  will  carry  Lady- 
Like. When  magazines  like  LadyLike,  Transgender,  and 
Dragazine  are  freely  available  on  newsstands  anywhere, 
then  we'll  have  achieved  a measure  of  gender  freedom 
previously  unknown.  You  can  help  simply  by  asking  for 
these  magazines  at  local  newsstands  and  bookstores. 

Working  The  Competition 

Over  the  last  few  years,  I've  received  letters  from  pub- 
lishers of  other  transgender  magazines  and  the  theme  is 
always  the  same  — competition. 

One  publisher  was  terribly  upset  because  we  pub- 
lished a reader's  letter  wherein  the  reader  made  a nega- 
tive statement  about  a pseudo-hormone  product  for  sale 


through  a well-known  vendor.  Seems  the  publisher  was 
also  the  vendor  and  seemed  to  think  we  were  trying  to 
denigrate  her  publication.  Hogwash!  It  is  not  our  policy 
to  make  negative  statements  about  other  magazines,  but 
it  seems  to  me  we  have  some  obligation  to  present  a 
reader's  views  uncensored  as  long  as  those  views  don't 
violate  any  laws.  That's  what  we  did. 

Along  the  way  to  1 997  from  1 987,  when  LadyLike 
was  started,  we've  had  run  ins  with  varied  and  sundried 
would-be  publishers.  You  can  tell  a lot  by  grammar  and 
spelling.  I mean,  if  an  editor  can't  tell  the  difference  be- 
tween "your"  and  "you're"  and  "its"  and  "it's,"  then  I 
don't  worry  about  them  as  competition. 

In  fact,  we  don't  even  consider  other  magazines  to  be 
competition.  Each  of  us  has  a unique  take  on  the  com- 
munity and  we  each  serve  overlapping  niches.  Transgen- 
der {nee  Tapestry)  has  always  been  pretty  serious  and 
remains  so  even  though  the  format  has  lightened  consid- 
erably. I think  of  it  as  the  US  News  & World  Report  of 
the  tg  scene.  Dragazine  is  a once  a year  thing  and  fo- 
cuses on  the  high-camp  drag  scene,  kinda  like  MAD 
magazine,  just  lots  of  fun.  LadyLike  is  more  like  Vogue  or 
Cosmo,  with  lots  of  photos  and  single  and  two-page  fea- 
tures. Transformation  is  in  a category  of  its  own  with 
graphic  sexual  images  and  it  outsells  all  the  others  com- 
bined, but  I always  go  for  quality  over  quantity. 

So,  we  don't  think  of  any  of  these  magazines  as  our 
competition.  We  only  compete  with  ourselves  at  Lady- 
Like. Our  goal  is  to  make  each  new  issue  better  than  the 
previous  one.  That  means  more  color  pages,  making  it 
easier  to  contact  people,  and  expanding  our  Resources 
section  with  a calendar  of  events.  If  there's  something 
you'd  like  us  to  consider,  please  let  us  know.  We  pro- 
duce this  magazine,  that's  true,  but  if  you  don't  like  it, 
what  good  is  that?  We  have  to  create  what  you  want  to 
see  and  read,  right? 

I'll  be  travelling  quite  a bit  this  year  and  next,  so  if  you 
see  me  at  one  of  the  many  tg  events  around  the  country, 
stop  me  to  say  hello,  or  tell  me  your  great  new  idea  for 
the  magazine.  I always  enjoy  meeting  readers  and  I'm 
willing  to  listen  to  all  suggestions.
